for Domestic Uoensii^ Proceeding in 10 
CFR Fart 2. If a r^dek fora hearing tor * 
leave to intervene is filed by-fhe al>ove^ '!j: 
date, the Commission or an Atomic /' 
Safety and licensing Board, designated 
by the Commission or by the Chairman 
of the Atomic Safety and Licensing - * 
Board Panel will rule on the request ^

The petition 
should specificaUy explain the reasons 
why intervention should be permitted . 
uridi paiticuiar reference to the 
following factors: (1) The netuwTof the“*" 
petitioner’s right under the Act to be 
made a party to the proceeding: (2) the 
nature and extent ^ the petitioner's 
property, financial or other interast in . 
the proceeding; and (3) the possible 
effect of any order which may be 
entered in proceeding on the 
petitioner's interest The petition should 
also identity the specific aspectCs] of the 
6ub|ect matter of the proceeding as to. 
which petitioner wishes to int^vene. 

Any person who has filed a petition for 
leave tolntervene or vrtio has been 
admitted as a party may amend the 
petition without requesting leave of the 
Board up to fifteen (15) days prior to the 
first prehearing conference sledded in 
the proceeding, but such an amended 
petition must satisfy the specificity 
requirements described above. 

Not later than fifteen (15) days prior to 
the first prehearing conference 
schedd^ in the proceeding, a petitioner 
shall file a supplement to file petition to 
intervene whidi must include a list of 
the contentioni wfaidi are sou^t to be 
litigated in the matter, and the bases for 
ea^ contention set forth with 
reasonable spedfidty. Contentions shall 
be limited to matters within the scope of 
the amendniept under construction. A - . 
petitioner who fails to file such a 
supplemeDi which satisfies these 
requirenmits wtth respect to at least one 
contention wfU not be permitted to 
participate as a party.
